Drivers enjoy as great reputations 
for hill-climbing prowess. as others do in 
road-racing. Benoist was such. So was 
Hans von Stuck, now the Auto Union 
racing man. 
Freiburg Hill, Breslau, is a typical 
Continental course: It is 7.5 miles long. 
and includes so many bends that it would 
be impossible to remember them all. The 
record for the hill was held—and it still 
may be—by Rudolf Caracciola, our old 
friend of the Phenix Park and Ards 
Circuits, at 50.8 m.h., the speed which 
he returned in an Alfa-Romeo in 1931. 
Chateau Thierry, where several spec- 
tators were killed two weeks ago, is a 
short course, the drivers being timed over 
a kilometre. On the day of the accident 
Benoist made a new record at 74.07 m.p.h 
in a Bugatti.

ORATION 


HE annual commemoration ceremony in 
Dublin under the auspices of the 
LR.A. was observed in the usual 

manner yesterday. At half-past ten o'clock 
there was Requiem Mass celebrated in the 
Carmelite Church, Whitefriar street, attended 
by a large number of Republicans and their 
supporters. 

rom noon onwards bodies of Republicans 

in formation ‘marched to St. Stephen's Green, 
where they took up position along the Southern 
side, Groups of the I1.R.A., in battalion for: 
mation, fell into line; also Cumann na mBan 
Fianna Eireann, Clann na nGaedheal, Girl 
Scouts, Cumann laigh na hEireann, 
Women's Prisoners’ ence League, and 
National Graves Association, carrying the 
flags and banners with the inscription, '' We 
honour the dead. We fight for the lving,’’ 
while some had portraits of James Connolly 
In all about a thousand took part in the 
parade. The procession did not move off 
until almost two o’clock—the delay evidently 
being in order to avoid clashing with the 
official ceremony. 

Headed by bands playing lively national 
airs, the procession made its way by St 
Stephen 's Green, West, through York street, 
Aungier street and Lower Stephen street back 
to the corner of the Green, whenre it marched 
through Grafton street, and then via West- 
moreland street and O'Connell street. In 


the latter thoroughfares the streets were | 


thickly lined with spectators who had re- 
mained over after the official cerfmony. Pass- 
ing the General Post Office flags were dipped 
and all eves were turned left and the salute 
given as the men marched past. The passage 
of the procession on to Glasnevin was con- 
tinued, and, arrived at the ceremony, the 
marching men made their way to the Easter 
Week Plot, where they fell into position. 
There were also present about a couple of 
hurdred of the general public. Among those 
resent also were Count and Countess 
lunkett; Mr. Maurice Twomey and Mr. 
Michael Fitzpatrick. 

A decade of the Rosary was recited in Irish 
by Mr, M. O'Neill. 

Mr. Peadar McAndrew read a message 
calling on the ple to renew uncom- 
promisingly their allegiance to the Republic 
on this anniversary of the Rising of 1916. 

With the pretended sanction of the people, 
Irishmen in the two ‘“statelets” were 
attempting to impose British rule and British 
institutions on Irish citizens. Those who re- 
sisted these alien and unlawful impositions 
were impr'soned and penalised. Ireland's 
right to be free did not rest dh votes or 
plebiscites. It was the fundamental right 
which justified the revolutionaries of 1916 
and 1922, an! on it they took their stand | 
now as in the past. The fight against the 
imperial system and against imperialism must 
be intensified. That system must be smashed. 

Mr. McAndrew read from “ the Republican 
soldiers ” detained at Arbour. Hill a message 
of steadfastness to the State founded by the 
men who were being honoured that day. 

He also read a message on behalf of the 
Dublin volunteers ‘‘who are held in the 
‘Glasshouse ” by the Free State Army on 
the instructions of Mr. de Valera.” 

“That we are prevented from taking part 
in the ceremonies of the day of national 
commemoration."’ said the message, “is but 
a further proof that the treaty which was 
forced on this country by England thirteen 
years ago can only be maintained hy the 
enforcement of coercion against Republicans.” 


THE ORATION 


The oration was delivered by Mr. Maurice 
Twomey, who, on mounting the platform, 
was loudly cheered. 

He said that to-day could be seen the 
futility and the waste of thirteen years of 
expediency, of political knavery and camou- 
flage, and the deliberate falsehood that 
national freedom could be achieved by other 
means than those oí the men of 1916 and 
of the separatists of every generation, ‘The 
viciousness of the drive against Republicans 
was proof of the insecurity of the impe?ial 
structure and the measure of the revival 
and progress of the Republican movement. 

The imposture staged that morning in 
Dublin’s streets, said Mr. Twomey, was 
nothing more than a desperate attempt by the 
politicians to try to prevent their ex'posure. 
While paying lip-sympathy to the republic 
and the republicans of 1916 they jailed and 
persecuted republicans to-day, 

It was charged against separatists, said Mr. 
Twomey, that their policy would lead to 
civil war, but the responsibility for civil: war 
rested now, as in 1922, on those who, by 
force, maintained the British connection. If 
these anti-republicans ceased to uphold the 
British connection, and ceased to recruit and 
maintain the armed forces to sustain it, then 
there would be no civil war. 

The men of 1916, he added, shattered the 
Empire in Ireland. It was their datv. and it 
could be their privilege, to top Ne it com- 
pletely off its {ymca set up the Republic 
in its place, and be ready to defend it against 
all enemies, foreign and domestic. 

A wreath of laurels and Easter lilies from 
the Dublin Brigade was laid on the graves, 
and the ceremony conclu with the sound- 
ing of the “ Last Post’’ and “ Révellé,”’ aiter 
which the procession returned to the city and 
dismissed at Parnell square.

In 1916 a very small band of men in Dublin 
and other parts rose. They were of sufficient 
number, however, to start a war which had 
lasted for five years—a war which had only 
paused, and which never would be finished 
until England had been driven, bag and 
baggage, out of the country. 

Partition was not the desire of either the 
Orangemen or the Nationalists; it had been 
the desire of their one and only enemy— 
England. 

“Tt is the duty of the men of 1916, and 
of those who would follow in their footsteps, 
to see that their country again will be united 
in the march for fréedom.’

@ lrish language; they were not making 

enough progress, but there was. no 

ground for despair, said Senator E, Blythe, 

while declaring open the Father Mathew Feis, 

which commenced at the Father Mathew 
Hall, Church street, Dublin, last night. 

Senator Blythe said that the State should 
provide Trish talking films and good Irish 
wireless items In providing films they 
should not have monuinents of dulness like 
‘“* Aidhche Sheanchais,”’ which a discriminat- 
ing public did not patronise, but bright and 
attractive pictures with plenty of humour 
and a touch of romance. 

It had been the policy of the State since its 
establishment that the Irish language should 
be. preserved and restored to general use. 
That also was the policy of the people. It 
had been made clear by the cumabeta failure 
of all those who opposed the language move- 
ment on the plea that they simply were op- 
posing compulsion. The restoration of. the 
language was a very big task, and could be 
accomplished only if thev bad yoluntary effort 
and co-operation with the machinery of the 
State. 


COMPULSION 


They were out to do something that had 
not been done by any other people—to restore 
a language that had been allowed to sink 
until it was below that stage where oaly 
one-tenth of the people could speak it 

Compulsion and voluntary action equally 
were essential. If they were serious about 
Irish the State must pursue an active policy 
of compulsion, so that within a reasonable 
time the young. generation would be able 
to use it. Compulsion, however, was only 
the left foot; the right foot was voluntary 
effort. biased on enthusiasm, 

The Rev. Father Michael, O.M. Cap., in 
thanking Senator Blythe for attending, said 
that they who were connected with the Feis 
had had brushes with the Gaelic League, 
but he hoped that they were good tor both 
of them, and he considered himself a friend 
of the Gaelic League While he would 
like to see the Feis entirely Irish in charac- 
ter, that was impossible at the moment. In 
the English songs which were sung at the 
Feis the nakiaall spirit was enshrined. In 
regard to traditional Irish music, sometimes 


it was very good, and sometimes ib was 
very bad. 
The authorities in the sphere of music 


asked that, besides cultivating traditional 
music, they also had to cultivate art music. 
They had got to get the people to cultivate 
the great music of the world, and as they 
developed in that way they could blend the 
art with the folk music.

The funeral took plaee en Good Friday 
from his home at Ballinahinch, Connemara, 
to Roundstóne of the late Mr. William B.

Sooner or later 
there must be a meeting; and every day's 
postponement makes the problem more 
difficult. Nothing could be worse than a 
policy of drift. We suggested last week 
that: some cutstanding personality—we 
mentioned the Most Reverend Dr. Byrne— 
should be requested to convene a meeting 
in order to bring the issue to a head. We 
still believe that the ultimate solution will 
be found along these lines. At the moment 
nobody really knows what the strikers 
want, or what the company is prepared to 
offer them.

Mr. Cosgrave’s Government wrought 
splendidly for the better housing of 
the people, and Mr. Cosgrave him- 
self would be the first to admit, 
with us, that Mr. de Valera’s Govern- 
ment has done yet better.

theless, both Governments made mistakes, 
and the good intentions of both have been 
nullified in some measure by failure to 
plan in accord with the new conditions— 
the new mobility of the population. What 
has been done at Oldcourt, Bray, would 
be repeated throughout the country if 
antiquated notions of development were 
abandoned, and if a bold plan for the 
whole country were cotnmitted to some 
appropriate authority for execution. We 
are not thinking of the new transport as 
the only factor that makes the conquest of 
congestion possible. It is true that the 
motor coach makes it convenient for the 
town worker now to live in an outlying, 
healthy suburb; but industry itself has 
become flexible, and the rising generation 
in those outlying places ought largely to 
find work there. Electrical power, so 
easily transmissible, and the new means to 
carry raw materials and finished goods, 
ought to make it possible to plant, new 
industries in the satellite towns and 
suburbs. When the Germans took up the 
glass-blowing industry they planted their 
factories in clearings of the forest, where 
what had been a deadly occupation in 
Lancashire could be conducted on a healthy 
plan, with the workers housed in a whole- 
some atmosphere. This example shows 
what wise planning could do in the Free 
State. There ought to be no more new 
factories in the decaying, and often con- 
demned, city zone; but every new enter- 
prise ought to be made a means to 
‘distribute employment, and the homes of 
the rising generation, in those healthy and 
beautiful places in which our country is 
so rich. So would we make wise use of 
our benefits, and found a nobler civilisa- 
tion than that which crumbles around us. 


Salmon Fisheries 


It is impossible for anybody save an 
expert to pass judgment on the report of 
the Inlanc and Salmon Fisheries Commis- 
sion; and even those few experts whose 
views we print to-day are guarded in their 
opinions. Certainly the Commission's pro- 
posals are as far-reaching as any that have, 
yet been made in regard to the Free State’s 
natural resources. It recommends that all 
weir and estuarine salmon fisheries shall 
be nationalised, and that the practice of 
netting for salmon—except, possibly, in 
certain waters where the weir would not be 
a sufficiently effective means of capture— 
shall be abolished. All owners of weirs, a 
number of fishery-owners in tidal waters 
—vaguely described as “ several ’’—and 
members of the public fishing in the public 
right will be dispossessed. The familiar 
Boards of Conservators will disappear, and 
will be replaced in every district by a 
fishery manager, who will be assisted by 
an advisory committee representing local 
interests ; and the fisheries in general will 
be subject to the control of a Central 
Fishery Board. What motive lies behind 
these changes is not revealed, but the fact 
that a change of one kind or another must 
, be made is clear from the gradual decline 
of the Saorstét’s salmon fisheries—a 
decline which has become extremely serious 
during the last few years. As Dr. R. R. 
Leeper, of the Dublin Board of Con- 
servators, points out, the unrestricted 
prevalence of netting in the Liffey has done 
that river’s fisheries much harm, and the 
Commission’s proposals, if they are 
adopted and put into effect, must mean an 
increased number of fish in the various 
waters. Centralising of the industry is 
certainly a drastic step, and we may pre- 
sume that it was recommended by the 
Commission only because no other course 
was visible. As yet, however, it is too soon

Germany's Reply 


Herr Hitler has repudiated the censure 
passed upon Germany by the League of 
Nations, but as a matter of fact the step 
was not unexpected, since he could take no 
other. The repudiation has been cleverly 
drafted, and issued at a moment when the 
German people were giving the leader a 
great display of their trust and confidence 
in his Government, while it is so carefully 

hrased that a reply is really unnecessary. 

t is possible that Herr Hitler realises that 
the condemnation by the League has been 
a half-hearted business, and one that a 
number of the Powers would much rather 
have left alone. If he had wished he 
could have roused Germany to a feverish 
condition by a fiery broadcast, but his 
reply is regarded in official quarters here 
as comparatively mild. The British 
Government has no intention at the 
moment of sending any further statement 
to Germany on the subject, unless a change 
in circumstances during the next few days 
calls for a new Note. On May 1 there will 
be another great Nazi demonstration, when 
Herr Hitler may refer to recent events and 
the conference that will take place in 
Rome. 


Institute of Leisure 


It has been proposal on several occasions 
that the Government should appoint a 
Minister who would devote al! his time to 
providing opportunities for people to make 
the best use of their leisure hours, and in 
this direction the Minister of Labour lias 
sanctioned an interesting experiment in 
Wigan. Mr. L. Missen, the Director of 
Education there, is promoting an Institute 
of Leisure, which will equip the centres in 
the town with gymnasiums, craft rooms. 
domestic science rooms, class rooms, and 
quarters for day-time instruction for un- 
employed adults. All the proposals have 
been sanctioned, meaning that seventy-five 
per cent. of the cost will be provided. It 
is also proposed, if funds permit, to make 
the institute the headquarters of thie 
various juvenile organisations; such as 
Scouts, Guides, Church Boys’ Brigades, 
and other bodies of a similar type. As the 
scheme progresses further facilities for all 
classes will be arranged. The lighter side 
of recreation, such as music and dancing. 
will not be disregarded. 


Jubilee Pageantry 


One of the most stately of the pageants 
in connection with the Jubilee will be a 
chapter of the Most Noble Order of thie 
Garter in St. George’s Chape] at Windsor 
on June 17. The last event of the kind 
took place in 1913, and only four 
chapters have been held during the past 
fifty years. The Knights, who will in- 
clude the Prince of Wales, the Dukes of

N.U.T. PRESIDENT’S 
PLEA 


VIEWS ON SECONDARY 
TEACHING

A plea for a “new deal’’ for education 
was made by Mr. J. W. H. Brown, 
headmaster of Street Council School, 
Somerset, in his presidential address to the 
annual conference of the National Union 
of Teachers, which opened at Scarborough 
on Saturday last. 

In certain quarters much was hoped for 
from.a “‘new deal” for industry and agri- 
culture. ‘‘ We,” he said, ‘‘claim a ‘new 
deal* for education, too. So far, we have 
had a ‘cut’ and some ‘shuffling’; given 
a genuine new deal for education, the 
future generation in this country would hold 
all the trumps in its hand.” 

Mr. Brewn appealed for a great educa- 
tional advence. Enthusiasm for ‘such an 
advance could be readily aroused, he asserted, 
“The meacs are available. They should 


be mobiliset and used. Religion, art, science 
and commonsense could all play their part. 
From the pulpit and the platform, in the 
press, on the screen, and by the broadcast, 
reason could be convinced and feeling 


be to make all schools supported by the 
State—the best for everyone.”’ 


IMPROVEMENTS 


But certain improvements were necessary. 
First they must have an assured supply of 
teachers, recruited from those whose mental 
equipment and personal qualities most fitted 
them for their responsible work. The con- 
ditions of their service must be such as, at 
least, to maintain contentment and to give 
encouragement. 

The size of classes must be reduced to 
educable proportions. They must have 
modern school buildings with generous equip- 
ment and adequate amenities, and to do this 
they must have restoration of the special 
building grants. If these were to be extended 
to non-provided schools there must also be an 
appropriate extension of public control over 
such schools, particularly over the appoint- 
ment and dismissal of teachers. 


SECONDARY EDUCATION 


“ Further,” added Mr. Brown, “the whole 
person cannot be developed until there are 
ample playing fields and full provision for 
leisure activities for all pupils. These are 
not luxuries—they are minimum requirements. 
“There must be extension of the school life 
to at least the age of fifteen. Substitutes 
will not do—be they junior instruction centres 
or day continuation schools. These should be 


supplementary. 4 
‘There must be a new conception of 
secondary education. It must not be con- 


fined to the traditional literary type, but 
must provide for children of varying abilities 
and tastes. The artificial distinctions be- 
tween primary and secondary education must 
be swept away, and both must come under 
one set of regulations.”’ 


THE PRIMARY SCHOOLS 


He did not believe there was need for any 
radical addition to or alteration of the 
curriculum in the primary school. Given 


‘favourable conditions, the State schools 


already provided for the training of the whole 
child. But the best conditions were indis- 
pensable if children were to be adequately 
trained for their future responsibilities. 
“How.” he asked, “could they reasonably 
expect the next generation to render the 
highest service of which they were capable 
to a State that had denied, to many, decent 
school buildings, but had condemned their 
most impressionable years to be spent in ugly 
and dismal erections, situated in depressingly 
mean streets, ill-ventilated, lacking in sani- 
tary provisions, and without playing fields.
